Dear  Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Fiftieth  Annual  Report  of  the  Alberta 
Government  Telephones  Commission  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1962. 

Expansion  of  our  facilities  and  service  offerings  continued  during  the  year 
and  our  ability  to  provide  communication  service  on  demand  has  been  greatly 
enhanced.  For  the  first  time,  citizens  of  the  MacKenzie  District  of  the  Northwest 
Territories  will  have  commercial  telephone  connections  with  the  rest  of  the  vast 
telephone  network  of  Canada  via  the  Peace  River  -  Hay  River  microwave  system, 
to  be  put  into  service  in  April  1962.  Also  during  the  year,  expanded  microwave 
plant  from  Coutts  to  Grande  Prairie  connected  to  a  new  C.N.T.  microwave  system 
to  the  Alaska  border  provided  increased  facilities  to  the  N.W.  Territories  and  Alaska. 

The  marketing  of  special  business  communication  services  is  being  vigorously 
pursued  by  an  expanded  and  aggressive  sales  force,  resulting  in  additional  revenues. 

The  first  installation  of  Direct  Distance  Dialing  service  took  place  in  the 
Red  Deer  and  Central  Alberta  area  during  the  year  and  this  has  resulted  in  an 
increased  calling  rate  from  this  area.  The  effect  is  reflected  to  some  degree  in  the 
increased  Toll  Revenue  for  the  year. 

The  Commission  and  its  employees  continually  strive  to  provide  the  best 
possible  communication  service  to  the  citizens  of  Alberta  at  the  lowest  possible 


cost. 


REVENUES 

The  upward  trend  in  earnings  which  began  during  the  last  fiscal  year  has 
continued  and  accelerated  during  the  year  just  completed.  In  keeping  with  the 
pattern  of  past  years  all  forms  of  telephone  revenues  have  shown  satisfactory 
increases,  due  in  part  to  the  buoyant  economy  of  the  Province  but  assisted 
materially  by  an  expanded  and  aggressive  sales  force. 

Local  service  revenues  covering  telephone  rentals,  totalled  $12,845,379 
up  10.7%  over  last  year,  while  Toll  Revenues  for  long  distance  message  and  leased 
circuits  totalled  $20,802,341  an  increase  of  19%.  The  fiscal  year  ended  March  31, 
1961  showed  increases  of  9.8%  and  9.7%  for  the  same  services.  The  substantial 
increase  in  Toll  Revenues  was  primarily  the  result  of  completing  and  leasing  of 
facilities  on  the  new  heavy-route  Microwave  system  north  through  Grande  Prairie. 

Connecting  Company  revenues  of  $252,528  increased  by  6.7%  due  to 
increases  in  farmer  owned  mutual  companies  connected  to  the  system.  There  was 
a  slight  increase  in  directory  and  other  operating  revenues  which  was  offset  by  a 
larger  allowance  for  uncollectable  accounts.

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OPERATING  EXPENSES 

Increased  plant  and  increased  volume  of  business  resulted  in  an  increase 
in  operating  expenses,  however,  once  again  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  rate 
of  increase  was  less  than  the  previous  year.  Operation  costs  at  $12,260,269  were 
up  10.1%  over  last  year;  these  costs  include  Traffic,  Commercial,  Accounting  and 
General  expenses  that  cannot  be  allocated  to  a  specific  Department  of  the  Com¬ 
mission.  The  cost  of  maintaining  plant  and  equipment  totalled  $7,152,586  up  8.8% 
over  last  year.  The  amount  charged  to  depreciation  expense  to  take  care  of 
obsolescence  and  wear  and  tear  of  plant  totalled  $6,176,214  an  increase  of  14.1% 
and  was  the  only  major  expense  item  to  show  an  accelerating  rate  of  increase.  As 
reported  last  year  depreciation  charges  are  increasing  with  the  increase  in  plant 
and  the  introduction  of  equipment  having  a  shorter  life  span  than  that  being 
replaced  to  meet  todays  requirements.  Colored  telephone  sets  and  radio  equipment 
are  perhaps  obvious  examples.

CROWN  PROPERTY  GRANTS 

Provision  for  payment  of  grants  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  Municipalities,  as 
required  under  the  terms  of  the  “Crown  Property  Municipal  Grants  Act”  was  made 
from  January  1st,  1962  in  the  amount  of  $60,000.00  per  month. 

FINANCING 

In  August  1961  $15,000,000.00  in  debentures  were  sol  to  provide  capital 
funds  for  the  construction  program.  This  issue  consisted  of  $3,000,000.00  4^/4% 
maturing  in  August  1st,  1966  and  $12,000,000.00  514%  debentures  maturing 
August  1,  1981.  The  Provincial  Treasury  Branch  acted  as  Agent  for  the  Commission 
in  floating  this  issue  and  made  these  bonds  available  for  purchase  by  Alberta  resi¬ 
dents  through  its  various  offices  throughout  the  Province. 

NET  INCOME 

Net  Income  for  the  year  at  $3,392,445  showed  an  increase  of  $984,299 
over  last  year  and  as  can  be  seen  from  an  examination  of  the  Income  Statement  is 
due  in  large  part  to  the  increase  in  toll  revenues.  Despite  warnings  of  some 
recession  in  the  general  business  community  we  expect  a  continuation  of  the  past 
year's  performance  in  volume  of  long  distance  business.

EXCHANGE  TELEPHONES 

Installation  of  telephones  continued  at  a  satisfactory  rate  during  the  year 
with  a  net  increase  of  19,196  sets,  1,276  more  than  last  year.  In  most  exchanges 
the  backlog  of  orders  has  been  overcome  and  telephones  can  now  be  installed 
with  a  minimum  of  delay.  The  introduction  of  colored  telephones  and  new  types 
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of  telephone  instruments  is  also  having  some  effect  on  the  rate  of  movement  of 


sets  and  the  installation  effort  required. 

The  Rural  Mutual  Telephone 
Companies  connected  to  the  A.G.T. 
showed  an  increase  of  1,458  sets 
over  last  year  and  the  municipally 
owned  City  of  Edmonton  Telephone 
System  showed  an  increase  of 
10,786.  At  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year  there  were  431,525  telephones 
in  service  in  the  Province.

LONG  DISTANCE 

Considerable  progress  was  made  towards  the  mechanization  of  long  distance 
service  by  the  implementation  of  Direct  Distance  Dialing  at  Red  Deer,  Penhold, 
Innisfail,  Bowden  and  Olds.  The  introduction  of  all  number  identification  at  Red 
Deer,  7  digit  numbering  at  dial  offices,  the  universal  toll  information  code  at  Calgary 
and  the  conversion  of  several  more  offices  to  community  dial  and  full  tributary  opera¬ 
tion,  point  to  the  continuing  progress  being  made  toward  the  completion  of  the 
toll  centering  plan  and  the  mechanization  of  toll  services  throughout  the  system. 
A  total  of  307  toll  circuits  were  added  to  the  network  during  the  year  further 
improving  the  long  distance  service. 

A  substantial  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  long  distance  messages 
completed  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  A  total  of  18,004,331  messages  were  com¬ 
pleted,  an  increase  of  1,596,369  or  9.7%  over  the  total  for  the  previous  year.

SALES  DIVISION 

The  year  under  review  marks  the  first  complete  year  in  which  the  Sales 
Division  has  functioned  as  a  consolidated  sales  organization.  The  Sales  Program 
for  this  year  resulted  in  a  Sold  Annual  Revenue  figure  of  $1,280,645.  The  past 
year  has  seen  a  number  of  new  services  introduced  and  plans  are  under  way  for 
the  provision  of  even  more  customer  services  during  the  coming  year. 

Our  newest  offering  to  date  was  TELPAK,  a  service  in  which  we  offer  our 
customer  a  “pipe”  or  group  of  channels  which  he  can  use  as  he  requires. 
Available  to  him  are  data  service,  voice,  teletype,  telemetering  or  signal  channels 
as  desired.  In  the  Mobile  and  Radio  Telephone  field  an  increase  of  over  100  mobile 
telephone  sets  has  been  realized  bringing  the  total  of  Mobile  telephone  units  con¬ 
nected  to  A.G.T.  facilities  to  over  1,400. 

The  development  of  Radio  and  Television  facilities  increased  with  the 
extension  of  the  C.B.C.  network  to  C.H.S.A.  Lloydminster  and  the  addition  of  the 
television  station  C.B.X.T.  in  Edmonton.  On  October  1,  1961  C.F.R.N.-T.V.  in 
Edmonton  and  C.F.C.N.-T.V.  in  Calgary  became  member  stations  of  the  new  C.T.V. 
network  whose  programs  are  carried  on  A.G.T.  facilities.  Our  television  service 
will  again  be  extended  during  the  coming  year  when  the  C.B.C.  provides  network 
service  to  C.B.X.A.T.  to  cover  the  Grande  Prairie  and  Peace  River  areas. 
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MUTUAL  COMPANIES 


During  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1962,  the  number  of  Mutual 
Telephone  Companies  connected  to  A.G.T.  facilities  increased  from  984  to  1,018, 
a  gain  of  34  companies.  Thirty-six  additional  companies  have  been  registered  and 
are  in  various  stages  of  development.  A  gain  of  1,632  farms  placed  in  service 
during  the  year  increased  the  overall  total  from  31,663  on  April  1,  1961  to  33,171, 
March  31,  1962.  Of  this  total  14,017  or  42.25%  are  dial  telephones.  Nine  dial 
conversions  were  completed  during  the  period,  in  which  2,267  rural  telephones  were 
converted  to  dial  operation.  Calgary  and  Red  Deer  were  converted  from  15  party 
simplex  operation  to  10  party  Divided  Ringing.  1,451  rural  telephones  were  involved 
in  this  changeover. 

In  respect  to  the  rehabilitation  of  existing  mutual  lines  and  construction 
of  new  companies,  $416,323.00  was  borrowed  from  the  Revolving  Fund,  in  all  66 
loans  were  processed  during  the  fiscal  year.  Under  a  master  policy  issued  to  A.G.T., 
313  mutual  companies  have  taken  out  Liability  and  Medical  Insurance  to  protect 
their  personnel.  This  represents  a  gain  of  109  policies  during  the  year. 


EMPLOYEES 

The  System  had  a  total  of  3,787  regular  employees  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year.  Of  these,  1,894  were  female  and  1,893  were  male.  The  increase  over 
the  previous  year  amounted  to  53,  somewhat  less  than  the  increase  recorded  a 
year’ ago.  Our  recruitment  program  of  University  undergraduates.  Technical  and 
High  School  students  for  temporary  summer  work  increased  the  number  of  our 
employees  by  approximately  150  during  the  summer  m.onths. 

In  addition  to  its  full  time  regular  staff  the  System  has  632  salaried  or 
commissioned  agents  in  smaller  centres.  This  is  a  decrease  of  six  from  that  shown 
for  the  previous  year. 

A  Supplementary  Group  Life  Insurance  Plan  introduced  in  late  1960  showed 
a  total  enrollment  of  1,885  employees  on  March  31  of  this  year.  While  the  majority 
of  employees  covered  by  the  Plan  are  male,  the  female  employees  are  well 
represented. 


A  total  of  24  Sales  Training  courses  were  conducted  during  the  year  for 
sales  personnel  and  the  Plant  Department  conducted  54  Technical  Training  courses 
for  craft  personnel.  The  development  of  technical  skills  within  the  System  is 
keeping  pace  with  the  rapidly  increasing  intricacies  in  the  communication  industry. 

Management  and  Labour  are  justifiably  proud  of  the  harmonious  relations 
that  exist  between  them.  This  amicable  state  of  affairs  has  taken  years  of  patient 
negotiating  with  intelligent  understanding  exhibited  by  both. 

The  Management  recognizes  the  earnest  endeavor  on  the  part  of  all  our 
employees  in  the  accomplishments  of  the  System  during  the  year. 

PENSION  FUND 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  there  were  2,698  employees  participating  in 
the  Pension  Plan;  887  females,  a  decrease  of  91,  and  1,811  males,  an  increase  of 
17  for  an  overall  decrease  of  74  from  the  previous  year.  The  decrease  in  the 
number  of  female  employees  in  the  Plan  is  attributed  to  an  accelerated  growth  in 
the  number  of  community  dial  offices  in  the  System,  more  efficient  operating  prac¬ 
tices  and  the  re-engagement  of  female  employees  who  on  attaining  married  status 
are  not  eligible  for  participation  in  the  Plan  of  Employee  Pension  and  Death  Benefits. 
At  March  31st,  1962,  pensions  were  being  paid  to  199  pensioners  in  the  sum  of 
$31,763.51  for  an  average  pension  of  $159.62  per  month. 

Securities  held  in  the  Pension  Fund  Investment  Portfolio  at  March  31,  1962 
consisted  of  Government  of  Canada,  Provincial  and  Municipal  bonds  with  a  par 
value  of  $12,201,000.00,  an  increase  of  $1,486,000.00  over  the  previous  year. 
In  addition  there  was  a  cash  balance  of  $299,892.84  on  hand  available  for  invest¬ 
ment  and  accrued  interest  of  $163,136.39.

FUTURE  DEVELOPMENT 

The  dial  conversion  program  is  progressing  according  to  schedule  and  it  is 
planned  to  convert  sixteen  exchanges  during  the  next  fiscal  year  which  will  involve  a 
total  of  8,860  lines  and  13,800  terminals.  Thirty-seven  dial  additions  to  existing 
exchanges  are  planned  involving  8,180  lines  and  10,700  terminals.  The  majority 
of  the  larger  exchanges  have  already  been  converted  and  those  to  be  carried  out 
during  the  ensuing  year  are  mostly  smaller  offices. 

Included  among  the  major  projects  scheduled  for  completion  during  the  year 
are  the  Alberta  portion  of  the  C.B.C.  Radio  network  and  the  C.T.V.  Television  net¬ 
work,  extension  of  the  C.B.C. -T.V.  network  to  Grande  Prairie;  provision  of  D.T.W.X. 
service  in  Alberta;  building  of  a  Tropospheric  Scatter-wave  System  from  Fort  Smith, 
N.W.T.  to  Uranium  City,  Sask.  in  conjuction  with  Saskatchewan  Government  Tele¬ 
phones;  buried  toll  cable,  Calgary  to  High  River  and  Ponoka  to  Red  Deer  thus 
linking  Edmonton  and  High  River  by  this  facility — a  total  of  238  miles;  completion 
of  the  North  District  Work  Centre  at  Edmonton.

The  Alberta  Government  Telephones  Commission  was  established  under 
authority  of  Chapter  85,  Statutes  of  Alberta  1958  to  acquire  all  the  assets  and 
assume  all  the  liabilities  of  the  Alberta  Government  Telephones  as  at  April  1,  1958. 


Operations  for  the  year,  after  providing  $6,424,743.94  for  depreciation  and 
renewal  reserve,  $5,218,596.12  for  net  debt  service  charges  and  $135,220.04  being 
the  net  operating  costs  in  respect  of  radio  station  CKUA  resulted  in  a  net  income 
of  $3,392,444.63  which  was  carried  to  the  income  surplus.  Net  adjustments  applic- 


able  to  previous  years  were  credited  to  income  surplus  in  the  amount  of  $54,204.00 
and  $3,043,486.86  was  appropriated  for  debt  redemption  and  $560,000.00  for  pro¬ 
vision  of  sinking  fund,  leaving  an  unappropriated  balance  in  income  surplus  of 
$185,491.84  as  at  March  31,  1962. 

The  Government  of  Canada  treasury  bills,  $6,664,171.00  were  held  in  safe¬ 
keeping  by  the  bank  and  were  verified  by  certificate  from  the  bank.  Alberta  Govern¬ 
ment  Telephones  Commission  debentures,  par  value  $215,000.00  were  held  for 
safekeeping  by  the  Provincial  Treasurer  and  were  verified  by  actual  examination. 

Pension  and  Death  Benefit  Fund  assets  are  subject  to  the  comments  in  the 
certificate  attached  to  the  Pension  and  Death  Benefit  Fund  Balance  Sheet.

Cards  are  produced  for 
each  call  and  from  these  the 
customer’s  hill  is  made  up. 
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Linemen  checking  out 
new  lines.  Troubles  are 
checked  immediately 
they  are  reported. 


Shown  above  is  terminal  equipment  for  the  first  carrier  in  the  British  Ernpire.  This  terminal 
installed  in  Calgary  in  1921,  together  with  a  terminal  in  Edmonton,  provided  two  long 
distance  circuits  on  the  same  pair  of  wires.  Before  the  installation  of  this  equipment,  a 
separate  pair  of  wires  was  required  for  every  single  circuit.  Nowadays  carrier  equipment 
is  installed  on  all  toll  transmission  facilities  whether  wire,  cable  or  microwave,  providing 
a  multiplicity  of  circuits  compared  with  the  two  described  above.  However,  the  1921 
installation  was  a  major  forward  step  for  A.G.T.  at  that  time. 


Checking  Directory  covers  as  they  corne  off  the 
press.  During  the  year  340,000  directories  were 
printed  for  use  in  five  different  districts. 


During  the  year  many  remote  television 
broadcasts  were  made  in  Alberta  using  A.G.T. 
mobile  microwave  equipment.  Here  we  see 
the  mobile  unit  at  Clarke  Stadium  in  Edmonton 
just  prior  to  a  W.I.F.U.  football  telecast.
